Champions, Dies Team Up Today 


GREENWICH, Conn. (AP) — 
George Weiss, for more than 58 
years 
a 
master 
builder 
of 
championship baseball teams, 
died Sunday. He was 78 and 
had been in ill health for some 
time. 
Virtually unknown to the gen­ 
eral public, Weiss was the man 
behind the scenes who as gen­ 
eral manager laid the ground­ 
work for the phenomenal suc­ 
cess of the New York Yankees 
and later the New York Mets. 
He was inducted into base­ 
ball's Hall of Fame at Cooper- 
stown, N.Y., a year ago this 
month for Ms achievements as 
club 
executive 
in developing 
championship teams in the mi­ 
nor and major leagues from 
1916 to 1966. 
He developed a minor league 
chain as Yankee farm manager 
under Ed Barrow, when the 
Yankee general manager, from 
1932-1947 before becoming gen­ 
eral manager himself for a 13- 
year period, 1947-1:969, during 
which the Yankees won 10' pen­ 
nants and seven World Series. 
He hired Casey Stengel to re­ 
place Bucky Harris as Yankee 
manager in 1949 and the two 
ran 
the Yankees 
until their 
mandatory retirement in 1960. 
A year later they were back in 
baseball as president and man­ 
ager of the newly organized 
New York Mets. 
Weiss and Stengel didn’t win 
any pennants in their five years 
with 
the expansion National 
League club, but their building 
efforts paid off in 1969 when the 
Mets astounded everyone by 
winning the NL pennant and 
then beating Baltimore in the 
World Series. 
Born in New Haven June 23, 
1894, Weiss hss been named 
four times the “major league 
Executive of The Year” by the 
Sporting News and had been 
awarded the Bill Slocum Me­ 
morial Plaque by the New York 
Baseball 
Writers Association 
for long and. meritorious serv­ 
ice to baseball. 
“ Lonesome 
George” 
as he 
was sometimes called, formally 
retired from the Mets on Nov. 
14, 1966. He and his wife, Hazel, 
lived in Greenwich since their 
marriage in 1937 
Funeral servces and burial 
will be private.

Bombs Kill 2 
British Soldiers 
BELFAST (AP) — Land 
mines believed set by the Irish 
Republican Army killed two 
British soldiers today a few' 
hours after the army reported 
a “dramatic reduction” in ter­ 
rorist. violence since the troops 
seized control of the IRA’s 
strongholds two weeks ago. 
The two soldiers were on foot 
patrol in the Roman Catholic 
Andersonstown district of Bel­ 
fast when a trip wire set off the 
mines. Their deaths brought 
the total of confirmed deaths to 
508 in three years of religious 
strife in Northern Ireland; 68 of 
the dead this year have been 
British soldiers. 
In its report earlier the army 
said “explosions were down to 
half and shooting incidents less 
than a quarter” in the two 
weeks since the troops opened 
up the Catholic districts in Bel­ 
fast and Londonderry where 
the guerrillas had been in full 
control. 
The troops have also uncov­ 
ered scores of rifles and pistols, 
thousands of rounds of ammu­ 
nition and more than 13,000' 
pounds of explosives.
